Washington, A u k. 22.— After a per­ 
functory debate of four 
hours

house com urred, ISO to 107, in tho 
senate amendments to the Underwood 
cotton tariff revision 
bill and sent 
that measure to President Taft. 
The hill cut the cotton tariff on an 
average of 21 per cent ad valorem and 
t|pre schedules, tacked on by the sen­ 
ate, reducing duties on iron and steel, 
cotton machinery and chemicals and 
providing reciprocal free admission of 
bituminous coal across the Canadian 
border. 
The vote was 
along 
strict 
party 
lines except that eight Republican pro­ 
gressives joined the Democrats. Most 
of the progressives who have been 
voting with 
the m ajority 
of 
tariff I 
measures stood with the regulars, as 
serting that the senate amendments 
had not been considered by a commit­ 
tee of either house. 
The amended bill was considered 
under a rule limiting debate to four 
Lours and barring amendments. This 
rule, retorted after unanimous con­ 
sent had been refused for a resold- j 
tion to the same effect, was the target 
tor forensic broadsides from Repub­ 
licans, progressives and regulars.
